1989 SEASON OUTLOOK 


Experience and confidence are two keys to suc- 
cess in any endeavor and this is no exception for 
the 1989 University of Nebraska volleyball team. 
Nebraska Coach Terry Pettit, who enters his 13th 
season as the Huskers’ mentor, has perhaps his most 
experienced group of returning veterans as the 1989 
campaign opens. The group of eight returnees in- 
cludes five starters from last season’s 28-5 team 
which captured its 13th consecutive Big Eight Con- 
ference championship, earned its seventh straight 
appearance in the NCAA Tournament, and finished 
ranked sixth nationally. 

Coach Pettit said, ‘From an experience stand- 
point, | think we are in good shape. If we’re healthy, 
and | think that is the key word, | believe we will 
have one of the deeper teams we have ever had. 
We'll have a good, experienced player at every po- 
sition, and we can come off the bench and provide 
quality play. As to whether or not we are in position 
to challenge for a national championship will de- 
pend on if we stay healthy.” 

Heading the list of returning veterans is first- 
team Russell Athletic All-America middle blocker 
Virginia Stahr. Joining Stahr are first-team All-Big 
Eight hitter Val Novak, second-team All-Big Eight 
hitter Linda Barsness, as well as honorable-mention 
All-Big Eight blocker Carla Baker. Part-time starters 
Janet Kruse and Cris Hall return to add more ex- 


perience to the 1989 team, as well as key reserve 
Becki Bolli. Novak will take over the setting duties 
vacated by 1988 All-American Lori Endicott, who 
is now the starting setter for the U.S. National Team. 

Joining the team this fall are four freshmen, in- 
cluding Eileen Shannon of Elmhurst, Ill., Stephanie 
Thater of Union, Mo., Debbie Lee Brand of Ade- 
laide, South Australia, and Valerie Vermeulen of 
Wantagh, N.Y. Pettit feels that the Huskers had an 
excellent recruiting year. He said, ‘With recruits, 
you never really know how much they are going to 
help you but we certainly think this group will make 
a significant contribution to the program.” 

Nebraska’s 1989 schedule will be one of its 
toughest ever. Seven of the season’s opponents were 
participants in the 1988 NCAA Tournament, three 
of which were in the NCAA Final Four, including 
national champion Texas. The home schedule in- 
cludes 11 dual matches and two invitationals, with 
three matches in each two-day competition. Pettit 
said of the schedule, ‘There are several teams on 
our. schedule that will be in the hunt for the national 
championship. We’re to the point in our program 
where we are not particularly concerned with how 
many matches we win or lose, but with how many 
are going to prepare us for the national tournament. 
We make every effort we can to schedule the best 
teams.”’ 





15 YEARS OF VOLLEYBALL EXCELLENCE 


The University of Nebraska volleyball 
program enters its 15th season as one of 
the premier volleyball programs in the na- 
tion. During the last eight years of the 
American Volleyball Coaches Associa- 
tion/Tachikara Top 20 coaches poll, Ne- 
braska is one of only seven schools in the 
nation to record perfect attendance. In 
the 84 weekly polls, just Nebraska, Pacific, 
Hawaii, Brigham Young, Stanford, UCLA 
and Texas have earned top 20 recognition 
every time. The Huskers have been voted 
to the top 10 a total of 74 times during 
that span, the fifth highest among the na- 





tion’s elite. 

In the first 14 years of Nebraska volley- 
ball, the Huskers have captured all 13 Big 
Eight Conference championships offered 
and posted a 461-118 record, a .796 win- 
ning percentage. Nebraska has qualified 
for the NCAA tournament seven-consec- 
utive years, with a 12-7 record, and in 
1986, Nebraska was the national runner- 
up. 

Individually, Huskers have earned nu- 
merous conference, regional and national 
honors. Eight different Huskers have eamed 
All-America certificates, including 1989 





team captain Virginia Stahr. Four players 
have been voted to the GTE Academic 
All-America team, again including Stahr, 
who was the 1988 GTE Academic All- 
American of the Year. A total of 15 Hus- 
kers have earned all-region honors. During 
the 13 years of Big Eight competition, 26 
different Huskers have received 51 all- 
conference honors, 36 all-tournament se- 
lections, each of the seven tournament 
MVPs and all four conference player-of- 
the-year awards.

Highly touted both ath- 
jetically and academically, 
Husker senior Virginia Stahr 
leads an experienced corps 
of veterans returning to de- 
fend Nebraska’s 13 consec- 
utive Big Eight Conference 
championships and to chal- 
lenge for a national title. Last 
season, Stahr eamed first-team 
Russell All-America honors, as 
well as being voted the GTE 
Academic All-America Ath- 
lete-of-the-Year. Other hon- 
ors she garnered last season 
included a second first-team 
All-Big Eight selection; MVP of the Big Eight tournament; Lee Jean's 
Academic All-Big Eight; two-time conference player-of-the-week, 
and all-tournament selection at three invitationals. 

Her career kill total of 1,138 is second on the Husker all-time 
list behind Kathi (DeBoer) Weiskamp’s NU record of 1,372. Her 
128 service aces rank fourth, while her 77 solo blocks and 338 
dlocking assists are second to Karen (Dahlgren) Schonewise’s 
Husker records of 132 and 418. 

In 1988, her .404 hitting percentage was a Husker record, 
led the Big Eight and ranked eighth nationally. It was the second- 
consecutive season her hitting mark was ranked in the nation’s 
top 10. Her 449 kills last fall were the school’s fourth-best season 
total, and she had 25 matches with 10 or more kills. Her 3.94 kill- 
per-game average was the fourth-best in NU history, her 30 solo 
blocks tied for fourth and her 112 blocking assists ranked fourth. 
She also led the team with 44 service aces. Against 1988 NCAA 
champion Texas, she had a career-high 31 kills, second-best match 
total for a Husker and on 11 occasions, registered .500 or better 
hitting percentages. 

In 1987, she led the Huskers, the Big Eight and was third 
nationally with a .397 hitting percentage. She established a Ne- 
braska record of 129 blocking assists, and the third-best season 
mark with 63 service aces. She was voted the first-team All-Big 
Eight, first-team GTE Academic All-America, AVCA Midwest Alll- 
Region, two-time Big Eight player-of-the-week and all-tournament 
selection three-times. 

In 1986, Stahr earned second-team All-Big Eight honors after 
posting a .367 hitting percentage, 11th-best in the nation, and 
collecting 266 kills. She had 25 solo and 97 blocking assists and 
helped the Huskers to an NCAA national runner-up finish.

Athletic Scholarships 





The University of Nebraska Women’s Athletic Department is a member 
institution of the Big Eight Conference and National Collegiate Athletic 
Association (NCAA), governed by both Big Eight and NCAA rules and 
regulations of intercollegiate athletics. 

Nebraska may award athletic scholarships in the amount of tuition, 
fees, room, board and books. The financial aid may be offered for one 
academic year only but may be renewed on or before July 1 of each year 
if the student-athlete maintains both academic and athletic eligibility while 


making normal progress towards a degree. 

The University of Nebraska Women’s Athletic Program, which offers 
nine sports, is limited to 15 scholarships in basketball; six in golf; 11 in 
softball; ten in gymnastics; 14 in swimming/diving; eight in tennis; 16 in 
track & field; and 12 in volleyball. 

Any student who has reached her senior year in high school may be 


contacted by the University, but a letter-of-intent, which binds the student 
to that institution, will not be offered until February 14, 1990, for volleyball 
and April 11, 1989, for all other sports (basketball, track, swimming, golf, 
gymnastics, softoall, and tennis). Also, basketball scholarships may be 
offered the week of Nov. 8-15, 1989. 

All prospective student-athletes must meet current NCAA academic 
standards to be eligible for an athletic scholarship and intercollegiate 
competition. High school transcripts and ACT or SAT scores must be 
suomitted to the University of Nebraska Office of Admissions, 108 Admin- 
istration Building, Lincoln, NE 68588.

The women’s athletic department will 
maintain a training room in the Schulte 
Field House while the Coliseum under- 
goes renovation. 
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Bob Devaney continues to lead the Nebraska Athletic Department with the 
same vigor, enthusiasm and administrative excellence that marked him as one of 
America’s greatest football coaches during his colorful gridiron career. 


BOB DEVANEY Devaney is in his 28th year of providing drive, leadership and pride in the 
Comhusker athletic program. He arrived in 1962, charged with the mission of 

Athletic Director building a successful football program, and he succeeded far beyond anyone’s 
University of Nebraska expectations. During an 11-year stint as Husker football coach, Devaney’s teams 


won 101, lost only 20 and tied two for a winning percentage of .829. His career 
mark of 136-30-7 for .806 ranked him as the winningest coach in the nation at the 
time of his retirement in 1973. Devaney’s teams won eight Big Eight titles and two 
national championships during the 1962-72 span, with his teams going to nine 
bowl games. He twice won four consecutive Big Eight titles. 

Since becoming athletic director in 1967, Devaney has brought the same success 
to the overall Husker athletic program that he brought to the football program. 
Under his leadership, Nebraska annually sets the pace in the Big Eight all-sports 
race with solid entries in all men’s and women’s sports. 

Under Devaney’s guidance, Memorial Stadium has been enlarged, artificial turf 
has been installed and replaced three times, a Stadium Office building was con- 
structed, and sports facilities such as the Otto and Gladys Baumann Baseball 
Complex, Buck Beltzer Stadium, Ed Weir Track and the women’s softball stadium 
have come into being, and a new indoor practice facility. 

It was Devaney’s leadership, working in conjunction with the Nebraska Legis- 

lature, that resulted in the passage of a special cigarette tax to provide funds for 
a new athletic complex, the beautiful basketball arena-indoor track-swimming and 
other sports building which opened on the State Fair Grounds in 1976. University 
of Nebraska Regents recognized Devaney’s contributions to that four-and-a-half- 
acre structure by naming it the Bob Devaney Sports Center in 1978. 
. A graduate of Alma (Michigan) College in 1939, Devaney served as a high 
school coach at Big Beaver, Keego Harbor, Saginaw and Alpena in Michigan before 
joining Biggie Munn and Duffy Daugherty at Michigan State. In 1957 he became 
head coach at Wyoming where his teams posted a 35-10-5 record.
